PAJEWSKI of the Walworth County Sheriff's Office, was driving eastbound on 
County Trunk A when I observed a gray Ford Focus, Illinois registration 

travelling westbound on County Trunk A at Walnut Road. 1 estimated 
the vehicle to be travelling at 55 miles per hour in a 40 miles per hour 
rone. I activated my radar unit which emitted a clear and consistent tone. I 
tracked the vehicle for three seconds and locked the speed at 53 miles per 
hour which was consistent with my estimation. The radar unit displayed a 
patrol speed of 41 mile's per hour, which was consistent with my 
speedometer. There were no radar obstructions in the area. I turned around 
and followed the vehicle. I observed the vehicle quickly turn to the right, 
veer off of the road onto the unpaved shoulder and then overcorrect and 
cross the centerline before it straightened out. I activated my red and blue 
emergency lights to initiate the traffic stop. The vehicle pulled over onto 
the shoulder and gradually slowed down. It then sped up and quickly turned 
into the parking lot of the Blue Overall, at W5699 County Trunk A, Town of 
Sugar Creek, County of Walworth, State of Wisconsin. 

1 mad e contact, with the driver a nd aske d for his d rive r's license. He _ 

gave me his driver's license along with a law enforcement identification 
card. I advised him to move his vehicle away from the Blue Overall, 
because the Stop was between parked cars and the bar entrance. The driver 
moved the vehicle to a parking stall on the southwest side of the parking 
lot. The driver immediately exited vehicle when he stopped. I got out, made 
contact with the driver, and immediately detected a strong odor of intoxicants 
on his breath. I asked the driver how much he had to drink. He stated, 

. .not enough." I asked him to repeat himself and he stated he d^d no^have 
e nough, to drink. I identified the driver as Brian E. LOUGHRAN, <^0, 00 
000/00 with an Illinois driver's license. I asked him again where he was 
ddmingfrom and he said he was travelling from different bars in Lake Geneva. 
He stated he was at an Irish bar in Lake Geneva and they were heading home to 
his friend's house in the Lauderdale Lakes area. LOUGHRAN advised he was a 
Sergeant with the Norridge Police Department in Illinois and asked me ^if I was 
really going to arrest him. I stated we would be completing Standardized 
Field Sobriety Tests (SFST) and I will form my decision ■ from my observations 
of the teste . I called for a second squad for a cover officer . While I was 
waiting for back up to arrive I asked LOUGHRAN if he felt drunk or if he felt 
buzzed. LOUGHRAN replied that he felt buzzed. LOUGHRAN asked if I was 
"mic'd." I advised that I was not. LOUGHRAN challenged me and stated that 
even his small department has microphones.

NELSON, both of the Walworth County Sheriff's Office, arrived on scene. I 
asked Deputy NELSON and Deputy LAUDERDALE to move their squads onto the west 
shoulder of County Trunk H to create a safety area to complete SFST. I 
conducted SPST in that area because the parking lot of the Blue Overall 
was not paved and not level. I administered SFST to LOUGHRAN. 

The first test I explained and administered to LOUGHRAN was the Horizontal 
Gaze Nystagmus (HGN) Test. I explained the instructions to LOUGHRAN who 
stated he understood. 1 checked for visible resting nystagmus, equal 
tracking, and equal pupil size. LOUGHRAN had equal pupil size, equal tracking 
and no visible resting nystagmus. I observed lack of smooth pursuit in both 
eyes, distinct and sustained nystagmus at maximum deviation, in both eyes, and 
onset of nystagmus prior to 4S degrees in both eyes. LOUGHRAN initially moved 
his head and had to be reminded not to move his head despite stating , he 
understood the direction. I observed six clues in the HGN test. 

The next test I administered was the Walk and Turn (WAT) test. I 
explained and demonstrated the walk and turn test to LOUGHRAN who stated he 
understood the directions. LOUGHRAN was unable to maintain balance during the 
instructional phase. LOUGHRAN used his arms for balance throughout the test. 
LOUGHRAN did not step heel to toe between steps six and seven. LOUGHRAN did 
not step o n t he line on_ st ep e ight and did not st ep heel to toe bet w een steps 
eight and nine. On the return pass LOUGHRAN did not step heel to toe between 
steps four and five. I observed four clues in the WAT test. 

. The next test I adminsitered to LOUGHRAN was the One Leg Stand 
(OLS) Test. I explained and demonstrated the directions to LOUGHRAN who stated 
he under stood the directions. LOUGHRAN raised his left foot. LOUGHRAN 
swayed while balancing and used his arms for balance throughout the 
test. LOUGHRAN put his foot down and restarted the test. LOUGHRAN put his 
foot down twice towards the end of the test. I observed four clues in the OLS 
test. 

1:22 AM Approximate time, I arrested LOUGHRAN for operating a motor 

vehicle while under the influence of an intoxicant. Based on my observations, 

I formed the opinion that LOUGHRAN was unable to safely operate a motor 
vehicle due to impairment from the vehicle in motion, my contact with 
LOUGHRAN, and the clues I observed from the SFST. I formed the opinion that 
LOUGHRAN was unable to safely to operate a motor vehicle due to impairment. 

To confirm my findings, 1 administered a Preliminary Breath Test (PBT) to 
LOUGHRAN. While I was setting up the PBT Deputy LAUDERDALE asked LOUGHRAN 
what he thought his results would be.

.18. LOUGHRAN consented to the PBT which displayed a result of .15. I 
arrested LOUGHRAN for operating while intoxicated first offense.

LOUGHRAN's hands with handcuffs, checked them for tightness, and double locked 
the handcuffs for his safety. I searched LOUGHRAN for weapons and means of 
escape and discovered none.
